How the Game Was Worked. 
The inquiry set afoot instantly by the de- 
tective agency and the bright attachés of the 
banks—for two besides the Continental Na- 
tional quickly learned that they had certified 
or paid raised drafts—developed that Harper 
had two offiées‘in down-town buildings. 
One he occupied as Frank H. Harper, dealer

‘in car couplers. In the other he was known 


as Henderson. It was found besides the 
bank account before mentioned he had an- 
other in asecond bank as Henderson. Two 
raised drafts beside that certified by the Con- 
tinental National were found. * 

One had been raised from $38 to $3,800 
and the other from $35 to $3,500. Harper's 
confederate in St. Paul, it was learned, had 
bought six or seven drafts, which could not 
then be found. The indications pointed te 
the. existence of at least one other 
confederate in another city, said to 
be Detroit or New York. The inference 
drawn from all this was that an organized 
effort to beat perhaps'a score of banks in dif- 
ferent cities was being made when the Con- 
tinental’s raised draft was brought to light. 

It was suggested by one of those in the in- 
vestigation that probably the game was for 
each man to purchase drafts fora few dollars, 
send them to confederates who would have 
them certified or cashed after they were raised 
into as many hundreds, calculating to reulize 
a big sum before the fraud was discovered. 
Following out this theory it was sur- 
mised that ‘other banks in this city 
besides the three referred to might 
hold raised drafts foisted on them by Harper, 
and that banks in other cities might find they 
had suffered from his gang. The real extent 
of the operation, it was said, would not be 
Known until the drafts handled for Harper 
had been examined. 

Their Bird Makes His Escape. 

Mooney & Boland’s men learned that Har- 
per had an office boy whose name was said to 
be Arado. The boy had frequently been 
sent to buy supplies for his employ- 
er to use, the latter said, in 
his business. The supply dealers were ‘some- 
times tendered Harper’s checks drawn for 
amounts in excess of the purchase, with a re- 
quest that the boy be given the 
change. In one of the two 
bank accounts carried by Harper there 
was a balance of $650. The detectives con- 
cluded that he would either call or send for 
the money. Thursday morning two 
of them were posted at the 
bank. Toward noon Harper’s boy 
turned up witha check. The detectives ar- 
rested him instantly. The boy said his em- 
ployer had told him to bring the money to his 
office. The detectives started with the boy to 
find Harper. The latter, it is supposed, saw 
the little procession composed of a frightened 
boy and two burly officers before they had 
got a block from the bank. He was ndt at his 
office and has not been seen since, The police

What his occupation 
was no one in the house knew, and as long as 
he paid his bills regularly, which he did, no 
one inquired. About the time the World’s 
Fair closed he left the house,ysaying he was 
going to leave town, and nothing more was 
seen or heard of him. 


M’LEOD TALES OR READING AFFAIRS. 


Interesting Testimony of the Ex-President 
Before Master GCrawford. 

Purapevputia, Pa., Feb. 16,—Ex-President 
A. A. McLeod of the Reading railroad was on 
the stand for two hours late this afternoon -at 
the hearing before Master Crawford in the 
suit for the removal of the Reading receivers. 
He said the operating expenses of the Read- 
ing during his administration were lower than 
those of any other road in this coun- 
try. Mr. McLeod said at least 2,000,000 
tons of anthracite coal and 1,500,000 tons 
of bituminous coal would have been marketed 
in the New England States by the Reading, 
with a respective profit to the latter company 
of 60 cents and 30 cents per ton had the New 
York and New England and Boston and Maine 
deals been consummated. While detailing 
the methods employed in the stock transac- 
tions Mr. Mcleod said he pledged $320,000 
of Reading general mortgage bonds, which 
he personally owned, with Prince & Co. so as 
not to involve the Readmg company in the pur- 
chase of the stock should the plan miscarry. 
In conclusion he cold of a conference he had 
in Boston with Broker Prince after he had re- 
signed from the Presidency, which was held 
witha view to forming a syndicate, and by 
carrying the New York and New England and 
Boston and Maine stocks maintain control of 
the roads in the Reading. The plan was 
abandoned, however, when Mr. Prince re- 
fused to waive claim to $250,000 commission. 
Another step toward the reorganization of 
Reading will probably be taken tomorrow or 
Monday. when the receivers will apply to 
court for permission to issue the new $5,000,- 
000 collateral bond loan. 


VESSELS LOST IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC. 


Only One Man Saved from the Steamer 
Alert=Sallors Tomahawked. 


San francisco, Ual., Feb. 16.—The steamer 
Alameda brought Sydney advices to Jan. 22. 
The iron steamer Alert, from Port Albert for 
Melbourne, recently sank during 4 terrible 
gale, and of the fifteen men aboard only one 
managed to reach land. Besides its crew the 
Alert bad two passengers in the saloon. When 
the steamer rounded Cape Schanck a souther- 
ly gale was blowing with hurricane violence. 
Ar enormous green sea broke on board, and 
as the steamer rolled the sea filled the decks 
flush with the rails, carrymg off everything 
movable, and passed down the hatches and 
skylights into the vessel. The fires were put 
out, and all hands were searcely on deck: be- 
fore one sea after another broke over the 
steamer, burying it to the gunwale, Then it 
suddenly went from ‘under their feet and all 
were left struggling in the waves. The cook 
was the only one saved.

PRIMITIVE HABITATION OF THREE 
MENONTHELAKESHORE ~* 


They Withdraw from the Ranks of the 
Unemploved and Dig a Cave in the 
Clay, Where They Dwell — “ Home, 
Sweet Home” Is a Significant Motto 
That Decorates a WalleHow the Sea- 
men Out of Work Are Gathering the 
Pennies Others Live in Like Manner. 


Three “ dugouts”’ or cave houses* in which 
a@ number of men have been living comforta- 
bly nearly all the winter were discovered by 
Officer Michael Hannigan on the lake shore 
at the foot of Erie street yesterday. They are 
genuine frontier habitations such as are pict- 
ured in Wild West stories, with the exception 
that there is no surrounding vegetation, no 
mountain forest, or no picturesque scenery. 
There is only a broad expanse of water on one 
side, with clouds of smoke through which tall 
buildings loom up darkly on the other. 
Stretching away on the shore fcr more than 
half a mile either way are acres of vacant 
ground, *‘ made land,’’ known as.the Sheidon 
and Newberry additions,

Again the United 
States appealed and now asks the judgment of 
the highest court upon the question.

Two Men Make a Bold Raid on Carroll's 
at San Francisco. 

San Franctrsoo, Cal., Feb. 16.—One of the 
two robbers who secured gold from Carroll’s 
gambling house early this morning is still at 
large. William Pailseil, known to sporting 
men about town, arrested and supposed to be 
the other, isin jail. If the story of James 
Halsapple is true it is one of the boldest rob- 
beries ever committed in San Francisco. He 
says Carroli’s place was deserted with the 
exception of himself and a man named Green, 
employés, when the door was flung open by 
two masked men who compelled him and 
Green to hold up their hands while the rob- 
bers opened the safe and secured $4,000 in 
coin, which they placed in canvas sacks and 
made off, Halsapple and Green went.to the 
window and called lustily for help and two 
policemen on the sidewalk grappled with one 
of the robbers.

BIG SAVING IN FUEL. 


NEW ENGINE THAT HAULS HEAVY 
LOADS WITHOUT EFFORT. 


Drags Long Trains Up Heavy Inclines as It 
Would a string of Logs with the In- 
jectors at Work and Steam Blowing Off 
It Is a Compound Machine and Con- 
sumes Forty Per Cent Less Coal than 
Simple Locomotives — Its Astonished 
Makers Making Tests. 


Engine No. 472 of the Big Four railroad is 
making a record that is creating a sensation 
among railroad men. In charge of T. H. 
Symington, a representative of the Richmond 
locomotive works, this engine is going 
through a three-days’ service test on the Iili- 
nois Ceatral. The test will end today and 
when the results are made up it is believed 
the performance will be superior to that of 
any other engine in points of excellence,

Made a Remarkable Run. 


} Taking train No 83.the party left Fordham 


at 10:20, just twenty minutes late. The 
train was made up of fifty-tive empties, which 
is five cars more than a full train for a simple 
engine of the same size as No. 472. Fora 
distance of thirty-four miles from Chicago 
there is an ascending grade. For four miles 
of this distance, on the ‘“*‘Homewood Hill,” 
the grade is forty-eight feet to the le. 
There was a strong wind, estimated at forty- 
five miles an hour, blowing obliquely against 
the train, Fine snow sifted over the rails in 
places, making the geing a little’ slippery and 
constituting what is known to _ railroad 
men as a ‘“*bad rail.” In spite of the 
wind, the “ bad rail,’’ and the five extra cars, 
No. 472 rolled into Kankakee at 1:37, two 
minutes ahead of time, having made up the 
twenty minutes lost in getting out of Chicago 
and two minutes more. Two stops were 
made; oncefor a railroad crossing and the 
other to take water. The engine blew off fre- 
quently while gomg up the heaviest grade on 
the division, cuttmg off at three-quarters 
stroke while the injector was working, show- 
ing remarkable steaming qualities. If it had 
not been fired so wastefully the run could 
have been made witha large saving in fuel. 
As it was, the fireman was “laying off,” as 
he termed it; in other words, he was not 
working nearly so hard as he was accustomed 
to when handling a full train with a simple 
engine. Today a large party of railroad of- 
ficials will see the engine haul a maximum 
train from Kankakee to Chicago over the 
heaviegt grades onithe division. 
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tons. The six drivers are fifty-six inches in 
diameter. A steam pressute of 180 pounds 
is carried.. The driving wheel base is eleven 
feet ten inclies; the truck wheel base is sev- 
énty-nine inches; @the total wheel base is 
twenty-three feet,,and one-half inch. The 
length over all ae ee tender is iifty-eight 
feet two inches. e weight on the drivers is 
107,100 pounds; the weight of the tender 
running with coal and water is 79,000 
pounds. The boiler is of the Belpaire type 
and is fifty-eight inches in diameter with a 
shell nine-sixteenths of an inch thick. The 
firebox is 107 inches long by forty-one and 
seven-eighths inches wide. The grate area is 
thirty-one square feet. The fire box has 
a heating surface of 172 # square 
feet; the flue heating surface is 1,756 
square feet. It has 241 two-inch flues. 
The engine journals measure eight by 
nine and one-half iaches. The di- 
ameter of the truck wheels is twenty-eight 
inches. ‘The truck journals are five and three- 
quarters by ten inches and the valve travel is 
five and one-half inches. 

The valve was designed by C. J. Mellin, 
the designer of the engines and machinery of 
the United States battleship Texas. The 
compound feature is extremely simple, con- 
sisting of two pieces only. In starting the 
low pressure cylinder takes steam direct from 
the boiler, thus making it a simple engine 
until it has made two’ revolutions, when it 
changes automatically to a compound engine. 
The only otherextra piece is an emergency 
appliance by which the engineer, by openinga 
three way-cock, can’change toa simple engine 
when needed in going up a heavy grade. - En- 
gine No. 472 has an improved draft ar- 
rangement to which 10 per cent of the saving 
in fuel is attributed. The details of the con- 
struction are kept secret. ' 


Great Saving in Fael. 


The engine has been built three months; of 
this time two months, December and January, 
have been passed in freight service on the 
Cineinnati division of the Big Four road. Its 
performance sheetfor December showed a 
saving of 40 per cent in fuel over six- 
teen simple engines of the same class 
in the saine service. This so astonished 
even the niakers that permission was secured 
by the:nto take.the engine and make a series 
of service tests to more thoroughly satisfy 
themselvés as to its good points, 

Feb.3 engine No. 472 made the run from 
Mattoon to Paris, Iil.. thirty-eight miles, with 
twenty-six loaded cars, a maximum train for 
engines of the same ciass, in one hour and five 
minutes, sidetracking twice at meeting points 
and stopping twicefor crossings. 

A compound engine of the same type has 
been. in continuous service for fourteen 
months on the Philadelphia Division of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad and has made 
arecord of saving 21 per cent in fuel over 
twenty-two simple engines of _ the same class. 
It has not cost any more for repairs than the 


+ simple engines and has been run by dif- 


ferent engineers the same as the other en- 
gines.

GOLD GAINS MADE BY THE TREASURY, 


Proceeds of the Bond Issue Are Gradually 
Swelling the Reserve, 


Treasury balance is $137,674,054, of which 
$105,432.964 is in gold. Up to today the 
Treasury has received $56,244,618 on ac- 
count of the recent bond issue. This was 
paid in gold coin $52,018,955; in gold cer- 
tificates, $4,225,663. Treasury notes were 
presented as follows: At Washington, D., C., 
$23,365; at New York, $6,408,075; at Bos- 
ton, $1,250,375; at Philadelphia, $5,000; 
at Cincinnati, $2,880; and at Chicago, $10,- 
055, all of which were exchanged for gold 
with which to pay forthe bonds. At New 
York $10,248,742 in United States.notes 
was presented and gdld received, whith was 
also applied to the payment for bonds, These 
figures show that by the bond issue the Treas- 
ury gained in net gold, with about $2.500,- 
000 of returns to hear from, $38,30],741. 
At several of the smaller Subtreasuries gold 
was paid for the bonds purchased, and when 
the complete returns are in the figures are 
expected to reach about $41,000,000,

He Is Working Hard in Favor of the 

Miner and the Operator, ° 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb, 16.—A strong 
pressuré’ is being brougbt on the Senate Fi- 
nance committee in the interest of coal. One 
of the most active workers is Mr. Kerens, 
member of the Republican National commit- 
tee from Missouri. He is confident the com- 
mittee will see the necersity of putting a duty 
on coal, which, he says, is to the miner and 
operator the finished product as soon as it is 
loaded into the cars for transportation. 
Speaking of the political effect of put- 
ting coal on the free list Mr. Kerens 
says it will render the success of 
the Democratic party in Maryland, Virginia, 
and West Virginia very doubtful, but that 
while this would inure to the- benefit of the 
Republicans it would only be secured at a 
great sacrifice to the coal industry of the 
whole country. Senators Gorman and Gib- 
son are quoted as being favorabletoa duty 
on coal, and Senator Cockrell of Missouri is 
said to have a leaning that way, although Mr. 
Vest is said to be opposed. The lead men 
ve secured, it is understood, a positive 
pledge, and what was to them a strong proba- 
bility today seems to be an assurred fact. 
Senators Voorhees, Vest, and Jones have, the 
lead men say, agreed to a duty of one cent a 
pound and the expunging of the provisos in 
the House bill, although Mr. Mills still holds 
out against this prop osition. 

Indications still point to an increase of the 
whisky tax to $1.20 a gallon and an exten- 
sion of the bonded period, though there~is 
some disagreement in the committee,

Bostoyw, Mass., Feb. 16.—A special to the 
Transcript from Honolulu Feb, 8, via San

** Whatever the end, the whole Hawaiian af- 
fair is asad injury tothe missions. It was 
impossible for me to convince an intelligent, 
educated half caste member of a Congrega- 
tional church that there could be any Chri+- 
tianity in men who would dethrone the Queen, 
seize the treasury, vote themselves salaries, 
and especially had refused to abide by the de- 
cision of President Cleveland, their mutually 
chosen referee. The action of some of the 
Protestant ministers in taking annex- 
ation petitions into their churches 
for signatures by the members is 
indeed very unfortunate for the cause 
of Christianity. The government’s armed 
force consists of whites, mostly of that un- 
desirable class which otherwise would become 
tramps. They have no sense of devotion to 
the cause, but simply earn their livingina 
soldier’s uniform. There is a large reserve 
force at the call of the authorities, composed 
of the Portuguese, who take musket and 
cartridge to their homes and swear they will 
use them if required in defense of the pro- 
visional government. This is necessary in 
order to obtain the humblest employment 
from the departments of government. * You 
must not blame these men,’ said an educated 
Portuguese to me. ‘They must find bread 
for their wives and children. How can they 
do it if no one will furnish employment?’

Columbus in the act of stepping ashore on the 
new continent. Before he died Brumidi, 
whose handiwork is the marvel of all visitors 
to the great white coune1l house on Capitol 
Hili, had planned all the pictures save one for 
this frieze. His pupil who succeeded him as 
decorator at the Capitol has completed the 
work of his preceptor, the last group frescoed 
being that of a party of miners discovering 
gold in California, the Argonauts of 1849, , 
Ever since that group was completed a 
couple of years ago there ha- been @ con- 
troversy between the committees represent- 
ing the two Houses of Congress as to the 
most appropriate picture with which to com- 
plete the belt around the upper portion of the 
rotunda. Some persons declared in favor of 
a civil war representation, and the artist has 
since been drawing pay and waiting for in- 
structions. Now, however, the suggestion is 
made that as the recent Exposition at Chicago 
was such a success, amd a tribute to the pluck 


and energy of the American people, it would } 


be.a popular move to celebrate it in a manner 
that would prove lasting and appropriate by 
giving it a place among the noteworthy 
achievements of this country which are so 
vividly portrayed in the Capitol here. . Al- 
ready petitions on the subject are pouring in 
upon the Library committees of the two 
Houses of Congress, and the indications are 
favorable for a recommendation that the 
World’s Fair be given its proper niche in this 
historical representation at the seat of the 
government, 

The celebrated English painter, G. F. Watts 
of the Royal Academy, has offered to present 
to the United States Government the painting 
‘* Love and Life,’’ which was on exhibition at 
the World’s Fair. For its acceptance an act 
of Congress will be needed, and Secretary 
Gresham has written tothe Committee on 
Foreign Affairs requesting action. The com- 
mittee voted to report a resolution. The 
painting will be nung in the reception-reom 
of the White House, as there is no national 
gallery in which to place it.

BANDITS ROB A TRAIN. 


‘THEY WREOK: IT FIRST AND THEN 
USE DYNAMITE 


California Robbers Sacrifice Uife So That . 


Their Pians May Not Miscarry—Side of 
a Car Blown to Bits and Sacks of Gold 
Carried Awny ina Wagon—Engine Fire- 
man and a Tramp Crushed in the De- 

. brise Belief That Evans and Morrell 
Did the Job=Officers in Parsuit, 


Los Anoxtas, Cal., Feb. 16.—The boldest 
train robbery that ever occurred in the State 
took. place ata little after midnight at Ros- 
coé, a small station thirteen miles north of 
this city. A trainon the Southern Pacific, 
Overland No, 20, bound north, was scheduled 
leavé the. Arcade depot, at 10:40 
o'clock, but was slightly delayed. 


Engineer Thomas gave a long blast of the’ 


whistle as the train approached the switch 
this side of Roscoe. His face blanched as he 
discovered a man - standing beside the 
switch with a flaring ‘torch, and his 
face assumed a ~«more*“livid hue when 
he discovered that the switch had been 
lett open. He tried to put on all the brakes 
and whistled for then, but it was of no avail.

the momentum it had acquired precluded all 
possibility of immediately bringing it to a 
standstill.

The next instant the engine crashed 
over into the ditch. At this point there is a fill 
nearly fifteen feet high. Knowing the char- 
acter of the place, Engineer Thomas jumped 
and ran and miraculously escaped injury. 
Fireman Masters was not so lucky, however, 
being pinioned between the cab and tender 
and horribly mutilated and crushed. 

At the moment of the overturning of the 
train two men, wearing slouch hats and black 
masks, leaped from heavy bushes alongside 
the track.

Upon the refusal of the messenger 
to comply the robber placed three or’ four 
dynamite bombs on the sill. Then came a 
terrific explosion and the side of the car was 
torn into splinters.

The Messenger’s Story.

A. M. Pullman of San Diego Thrown Into 
a Filthy Dungeon, 

Wasnurnaror. D. C., Feb. 16.—The Secre- 
tary of State has received a télegram from 
Minister Gray in Mexico City stating that A. 
M. Pullman of San Diego, Cal., who was in 
prison at Ensenada, would be released on 
bail.

ullman is wellknown in Washington. He 
is the son of the late Judge Pullman of Win- 
The story of his arrest and de- 
tention by the local Mexican authorities is 
one of great cruelty.

Justice Gaynor Also Reprimands Them for 
Appraising Small Damages. 

New Yorr, Feb. 16.—[Specal.}—Justice 
William J, Gaynor in Breoklyn today handed 
down a decision in which he scored John J. 
Barnard. Charles Small, and Otto Hubert, 
Commissioners appointed by the Supreme 
Court to appraise damages to property on 
Myrtle avenue, Brooklyn, resulting from the 
operation of the elevated railroad.

The Harsh bill was taken up and a motion 
made that the committee do not indorse it.

‘ried by a vote of 6 to 3, those voting to in- 
dorse the bill being Senators Harsh, Ellis, and 
Waterman. A motion was then made to ap- 
point a subcommittee to draft a local option 
measure, This was carried by a vote of 7 to 
2, and Senators Waterman, Carpenter, Ellis, 
and Harmon were appointed as such commit- 
tee. The subcommittee was instructed to in- 
corporate the following provisions in the bill: 
** On petition of one-third of the voters of any 
county an election may be called to vote 
upon the adoption of an amendment to the 
present pronhibitory” law allowing 
issuance of permits for the s 
intoxicating liquors, such permits” 
issued only in incorporated towns d cities, 
and nosaloons to be allowed outside such 
towns or cities.”” In case a county witha 
population of 4,000 or over goes “dry ”’ the 
people of the city are to be permitted to vote 
on the question of allowing saloons. In each 
case the city isto constitute one option dis- 
trict and the county outside another, so that 
the city cannot vote saloons in the other 
towns in the county which go ‘“‘dry.’’ The 
minimum license fee isto be $500. The sub- 
committee will also follow the other provis- 
ions of the Gatch bill in regard to restric- 
tions, etc. They are to formulate the bill as 
soon as possible and report to the whole com- 
mittee,

In the Senate today only two bills were in- 
troduced.

The discussion consumed the whole 
of the forenoon session, and an adjournment 
was taken until 2:30 p.m., when Senator 
Finn spoke for the suffragists. At the conclu- 
sion of the afternoon session it was decided 
that a vote should be taken upon the measure 
next Wednesday; and the Senate adjourned to 
meet at 8 o’ciock tomorrow morning, to Se 
the remaining orators an early start. The 
friends of the resolution concede that it will 
fail to pass the Senate. They have been 
counting noses and say that the resolution 
will have 23 to 27 in the negative, provided 
that there isa full membership present when 
the ballot is taken. 

The first State enforcement bill of the ses- 
sion was introduced by Van Gilder of Warren. 
It is in the shape of an amendment to the pres- 
ent prohibitory law by adding the following: 

Whenever in any county the local authorities 
shall fail or refuse to enforce the provisions cf 
the foregoing act it shall be the duty of the 
Governor to cause the Attorney-General to insti- 
tute proceedings in such county for the enforce- 
ment of the same, and he shall adopt such meth- 
ods and use such means as will insure the en- 
forcement of the law in all parts of the State 
alike, and he .is authorized to use any money in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated 
for the expenses incurred by reason of this act. 

The subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Suppression of Intemperance, which has 
the Martin mulct tax bill under consideration, 
will hold another meeting tomorrow after- 
noon, It is proposed to strike out the pro- 
vision prohibiting treating in saloons and 
change Sec. 6 so that it will require a ma- 
jority of the voters in any town or city to give 
notice of the suspension of the mulct law and 
the reinstatement of the prohibitory law.

Permanent shareholders shall be re- 
garded as preteersd creditors, provided not more 
than 500 sharés of permanent stock shall be out- 
standing at any one time. 

In another opinion the Attorney-General 
holds that the directors of a building and loan 
association have no power to make or alter 
the by-laws of such association, that right re- 
siding exclusively with the shareholders.

ity during the present year, it is also true that 
such a reduction would decrease the tax levy 
for 1895, and thus benefit the taxpayer, and 
for this reason we are ready at all times to 
join in any movement of economy which will 
not do injustice to the present high standing 
of our public schools. It-may not be out of 
place in this connection to call attention .to 
the fact that a necessity for reduced expendi- 
tures has its root not so much in 
expenditures as the ‘notorious fact that large 
property-owners are not’ paying an equal as-

salaries or discharging employés toany great ° 


extent and by so doing aggravate the industrial 
distress.

TALBOT SAYS TONTINE WILL GO ON, 


He Is Not Worried by MeDonald’s Effort 
to Stop the Company, 

The row which has been brewing for some 
time between the Guarantee Investment com- 
pany and the Tontine Savings Association, re- 
cently started by ex-officers of the former, 


which culminated Thursday in an application , 


to restrain the Tontine Association from do- 
ing business, did not appear yeeterday to have 
disturbed General Manager J. G. Talbot of 
the latter. He characterized the suit as spite 
work, and said he had not been served with 
any notice in connection -.with fhe bill 
which was filed by President McDonald 
of the Guarantee Investment company. The 
bill prayed for an order restraining the Ton- 
tine Savings Association from carrying on. its 
business or soliciting bondholders in the 
ies iny ng company from exchanging their 
bonds for those issued by Talbot’s concern. 
McDonald set up the plea that Talbot had 
sold out his interest in the Guarantee com- 
pany and had agreed not to engage in busi- 
ness similar to that ecatried on by 
the . latter. Despite this Talbot had 
organized ‘the Tontine Association and 
the aims of the latter were the same as those 
of the Gyarantee company. Misrepresenta- 
tion to the latter’s bondholders was charged. 
‘* 1 don’t deny that we are t to do bus 
ness,’ said. Mr. Talbot, “We are not 
only concern that is solicitizig the Guarantee 
company’s bonacholders,” | 
“Did you contract with McDonald not to 
go into the same kind of business as his?’’

KILLS THIRTY - NINE. 


AWFUL EXPLOSION ON THE GCBMAN 
WARSHIP BRANDENBURG. 


pats 
Steampipe Bursts While Being Tested Un- 
der Forced DrafteThree Chief En- 
gineers Among the Der»d=Prince Henry 
Helps Alleviate the Suffering of the In- 


That the Ship Would Sink«=Dimensions 
of the Cruiser. 


Kiet, Feb. 16.—A terrible disaster “ocour- 
red here today, owimg to the explosion of a 
steam pipe on board the German ironvlad 
Brandenburg. Thifty-nine men were killed. 
Among the dead are three chief engineers, 
who were on the vessel to report on the work 
of the boilers, and several other officers. 
Most of the bodies were badiy scalded, in 
some instances the faces being rendered un- 
recognizable, — 

The big vessel for some time has been in Kiel 
Anfurt, the chief war harbor of Germany, 
undergoing various experiments. Today was 
selected for a forced draft trial. To get 
the ironclad in first-class condition for the 
test forty artificers were sent abdéard from the 
inperial dockyard. While eleven of these 
artificers were in the engine-room a tremen- 
dous explosion took place. The main steam 
pipe of the starboard engine had burst. Of 
the eleven artificers all but one had beén killed. 
Thirty-nine men in all were killed and nine 
injured: Thirty-seven of the men were killed 
instantly. Two of the wounded died a short 
while after receiving their injuries. 

It is said as soon as the explosion occurred 
all hands were summoned on deck and’ the 
pumps were rigged. It was not then known 
what the accident amounted to and fears were 
entertained that the Brandenburg was in dan- 
ger of sinking. 

As soon as the effects of the explosion were 
known to the officer of the deck, he caused 
signals to be set showing that the vegsel was 
helpless, Five steamers went at once to the 
assistance of thedisabled warship, and, getting 
lines to it, towed it back to Kiel. When it 
reathed port Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
Emperor’s brother, immediately boarded it 
and helped to direct the work of relieving the 
wounded and questioned the ship’s officers 
concerning the names and homes of the dead 
and wounded, 

The steamtug’ Pelican, which was the near- 
est vessel, went to the Brandenburg’s assist- 
ance and returned to the quay with thirty 
dead bodies. The news of the accident had 
spread through the city and thousands had 
gatgered at the landing place. Four other 
steamtugs brought the wounded ashore. 
Many ol the crew were injured critically and 
several are likely to die in the next forty-eight 
hours. Ali were taken to the military hospi- 
tal for treatment. 

The Brandenburg is a steel-belted cruiser of 
9,840 tons. Its dimensions are: Length, 
354 feet 3 inches; beam, 64 feet. It draws 
24 - feet 7 inches of water. Its engines are of 
9,500 indicated horse-power, and it has a 
speed of 16 knotsan hour, It was built at 
Wilbelmshaven in 1891. 


YELLOW FEVER SPRHADING AT RIO. 


Captain of an Austrian Warship Dies from 
the DiseaseeManvy Deaths, 
[Copyrigit, 1894, by the Associated Press.) 

Rio pg Jantrro, Feb. 16.—Yellow fever is 
on the increase here. There were sixty deaths 
from that disease yesterday,in additidn to 
fifteen deaths from other fevers. The Cap- 
tain of an Austrian warship in these waters 
died today, and there are a number of other 
eases on board the same ship. A Portuguese 
warehip here is also infected with yellow fe- 
ver, and the situation is growing serious so 
far as foreigners are concerned, 

The British warship Racer also has some 
cases of fever on beard and the merchant ves- 
sels at this port are reported to have several 
members of their crews sick under suspicious 
circum stances. : 

The American warships communicate with 
‘he shore only by means of a hired tug and 

_the greatest precautions are observed on board 
ally the American ships. Admiral Benham 
has tonferred with the commanders of the 
American vessels and nothing will be left un- 
dohe which can lead to preserving the health 
of the American sailofs. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Feb. 16.—Therte is no 
longer doubt that yellow fever has made its 
appearance in the United States fleet at Rio 


+ and that tne Newark is nowa fevership. A 


cablegram received from Admiral Benham at 
Rio reads: . 

One man on the Newark ill with yellow fover. 
I have transferred him to the hospital. I shall 
send the Newark to Rio de la Plata. : 

The Secretary of the Navy is advised by the 
Surgeon-General that no alarm need be felt 
about the matter. as the disease will be easily 
eradicated when the ship reaches a colder cli- 
mate, but hg also advises that the other ships 
of the squadron be given a turn at sea, as the 
fever is apt to appear on any of them. 

All the ships of the squadron are said to be 
overcrowded with men, and even with forced 
mechanical ventilation the air on the berth 
decks is poor. 

The Newark 
has been unfortunate froma sanitary view, 
typlioid fever having been more or less pre- 
valent on it ever since it first went into com- 
mission, but there is no fear that yellow fever 
ean exist on it after it reaches higher latitudes. 


GREAT BRAVERY OF ENSURGENTS. 


Da Gama’s Men Follow His Daring Exam- 
ple at Nictheroy=Mello Sulking, 
[Copurtght, 1804, bu the United Prees, } 

Rto pE Janetro, Feb. 12. via Montevideo, 
Feb. 16.—The insurgent charge at Nictheroy 
Feb. 9 was notable for acts of bravery. Ad. 
miral da Gama himself led the storming 
party. .He shot Col. Tasso Fragoso of the 
‘government garrison, mounted that officer's 
horse, and rode ahead. His example caused 
. wild enthusiasm among his men. Six sailors 
obtained horses in @ similar manner and gal- 
loped after him. Behind these seven horse- 
mon the insurgents rushed to the: plaza: 
There their force was divided and, attackedjby 
an overwhelming number of infantry and 
cavalry, was pushed back. Every officer of 
the insurgent force was injured in the charge. 
The total loss of the insurgents was 270. 
The government loss was littie short of 600.

-WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The Wom. 
an’s Suffrage convention today listened to the 
report of the Corresponding Secretary of the 
association, Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery. She 
said the advance along the line of woman 
suffrage had been great and unusually encour. 
aging even for these encouraging times, The 
splendid and almost unhoped for victory in 
Colorado had prepared all for more devote d 
work, even in the face ‘of difficulties which 
may appear insurmountable, Among all the 
rejoicings none had seemed so significant of 
a change in public sentiment as the rejoicing 
of the Weilesley students, where the girls are 
receiving the higher education which is one of 
the first fruits of the ‘struggle for political 
rights, 

In England the women have, in spite of 
the government opposition, been endowed with 
the parish councils franchise in company 
with. several classes of men now enfran- 
chised.’’ As a member of the National Coun- 
cil of Women the association had the oppor- 
tunity, said the report, of bringing its prin- 
ciples to the notice of women who would 
never of their own notion attend a suffrage 
meeting. Wornan must feel it her chief work 
now to crystallize into organized form the 
mass of public sentiment which was growing 
in favor of the cause of woman suffrage, 

+ The Work in the South, 

Mies Laura Clay of Kentucky submitted 
the report of the Southern committee, which 
said that last year the number of the mem. 
bers of the Southern committee had been in. 
creased by four, representing the gain of 
four Southern State suffrage associations. 
“We cannot,” said the report, “allow the 
work to languish in the South, And we seed 
not be troubled by fearing that what is given 
to the’South at this crisis is taken from New 
York and Kansas.”’ . 

Etizabeth Cady Stanton had prepared a 
paver, but as she is not attending the conven- 
tion this year her paper was read by one of 
the members of the society. Concerning 
George W. Childs the paper said: 

‘In the death of George W. Childs another 
striking figure disappears from our horizon. 
He was the tirst journalist to employ women 
in his printing office and pay them équal 
wages with men, and to place a-woman at 
the head of an editorial department of his pa- 
per devoted to women. - He brought from En- 
giand the first trained nurses and established 
them in Blockly Hospital. He was. instruc 
mental in getting a womnan physician in the 
woman’s department in the insane asylum at 
Norristown with absolute control, is influ- 
ence was exerted in the organization of the 
Drexel Institute to secure equal advantages in 
every department for boys aad girls. He con- 
tributed liberally to che National Suffrage As- 
sociation. He distributed the bulk of his 
fortune during his life to worthy objects and 
lefta handsome fortune to his wife to use, 
will, and bequeath as she saw fit.”’ 


Tribute to Lucy Stone. 


Concerning Lucy Stone Mrs, Santon said 
in part: ‘* The many and beautiful tributes 
paid Lucy Stone in all parts of the country 
must have been highly satisfactory to ali who 
knew and loved her.

SHIP INVENTORS FROM THE PRAIRIES. 


Men Who Have Never Seen the Ocean De- 
vise Some Odd Craft. 

A dispatch from Cairo, Ill, the other day 
stated that Capt. A. H. Lucas, inventor of the 
Lucas ship and authorized representative of 
the Lucas Ship company, had stopped nego- 
tiations for a site in Chicago, and would locate 
his shipyard at Wickliffe, Ky, two miles be- 
low Cairo. Capt. Lucas was around among 
the marine men here a week ago and exhib. 
ited his plans fora new kind of a ship. It 
has been published that a Lucas ship was be- 
ing constructed at Dubuque, Ia., but this the 
inventor admitted was not the case. ‘I ex-

vention to be oneof those strange reforms 
in marine construction which spring up on 
the Western prairies hundreds of miles from 
navigable water.

EFFEOTS OF OLIMATIO OONDITIONS | 
MAY BE FOREOAST SOON. 


Secretary Morton and Chief. Harrington 
Are Preparing for the Study of Effects 
of the Atmosphere on Epidemics=Phy- 
siclans Who Have Been Called Into 
Consultation on the Matter=Dr.’T. ©. 
Duncan Gives His Views to the Gov~- 
ernment=How Sunspots Affect Health. 


Secretary Morton of the Department of Ag- 
riculture at Washington has nearly completed 
plans for the inauguration of an important 
feature in the Weather Bureau. He intends 
to add a bureau of sanitary climatology, and 
it is not improbable that the weather men will 
soon issue bulletins informing the public of 
the effect which the weather for the day indi- 
cated will have: on the general health. For 
instance, it may give warning that the atmos- 
pheric conditions are *‘ rheumatic,’’ “ neural- 
gic,” “catarrhal,’’ etc. In other words, it 
will bein the nature of a governmental in- 
junction, tellmg you when to wear your over- 
shoes or regulate the thickness of your flannels. 
Before it comes about data of a more substan- 
tial character is to be secured and the relation 
between the weather and diseases firmly es- 
tablished. 

Chief Harrington of the Signal Service Bu- 
reau has been investigating this subject for 
several years. Secretary Morton became in- 
terested and Chief Harrington has, within 
the last few weeks, called upon all the physi- 
cians who are in the signal service for sug- 
gestions. He has also asked Dr. T. C. Dun- 
can of Chicago, who was Chairman of the 
Congress on Medico-Climatology, for his 
opinion. The signal service doctors who have 
been called into council are Dr, Frankenfield 
of the Chicago bureau, Dr. Cline of Galves- 
ton, Dr. Godfrey of Milwaukee, and Dr. 
Holmes of Washington. 

As early as 1665 Dr. Sydenham: of Lon- 
don note@ that just before the prevalence of 
the cholera epidemic all classes of fevers and 
other diseases greatly increased in virulence, 
and Dr. Southwood Smith, also of London, 
recorded that influeiza precedes cholera and 
certain other epidemics. Dr. Duncan has 
been observing the relations of atmospheric 
eonditions to diseases since 1866. In re- 
sponse to Chief Harrington’s request for sug- 
gestions he has just sent him the following: 


Dr. Duncan Makes Recommendations. 


**The general feeling that weather changes 
are responsible for disease should be either 


something of a plant, oe vitality from 

atmosphere, It is computed that he takes 
in about a pint of air at each inspiration, or 
about 1,000 quarts each day. If the air of 
the living room is impure disease follows. If 
the atmosphere is loaded with moisture 
and dust, as in the London fog, disease 
results and the mortality is increased. Man 
is, however, able to adapt himself to the 
greatest vicissitudes by proper clothing, food, 
and habits of life. Itis the sudden changes 
that seem to produce the most of the disor- 
ders attributed to the weather. So there 
should be disease storm signals to forewarn 
the people just aa there are now storm signals 
to warn commerce. 

** My idea is that there should be issued, as 
you intimate, a report something like ‘tne 
weather crop bulletin, say weekly. The map 
might be the same, as temperature and moist- 
ure affect animal life as well as plant life. 
There should be added air motion, density, 
and moisture (humidity),.as well as altitude: 
The general. summary of the weather for the 
week could be given on the weather health 
bulletin; as well as on the — bulletin, writ- 
ten up, of course, from a health point of view, 
Then should follow ‘reports of prevailing dis- 
eases’ from the various States and sections. 
Reports of epidemics and zymotic diseases 
could find a record here. In addition to the 
‘weather record and variations’ given in the 
crop bulletin should be (1) the population of 
the cities; (2) total weekly mortality; (3) in- 
crease of decane (4) deaths from epidemic 
and zymotic diseases. 

* The order of the cities might be arranged 
as North ton the a South Atiantic- (making 


Mountain cities, em 500 feet; 
St. Lawrence 
cities, Lower i River 
cities, U per Mississippi River cities, Mis- 
souri Valley cities, slope cities, 1,000 to 4,-. 
000 feet; plateau cities, 5,000 feet and up- 
wards; Lower Pacific coast cities, including 
Mexico; Upper Pacific coast cities, including 
Alaska, the Red and Saskatchewan Riwer 
cities might be added in a quarterly résumé, 
as well as those of Mexico. The 
quarterly résumé could be a climatic map 
(based on weather, mortuary, and public 
health reports) something after the plan of 
Dr. Dennison’s climatic map; then the mort- 
uary and disease reports would add to its 
value ali over the country. If, for example, 
one-fifth of all the deaths in J apan is from 
consumption and the rainfall is excessive in 
the populated part, the problem to be solved 
there as in New England and Canada is, can 
these climatic (habitual weather) conditions 
be overcome? A starving man in Chicago 
lost a pound every day except on moist days. 
Then there was no loss.” 


Cycles of Epidemic Disenses. 


‘*T have never beén satisfied,’ said Dr. 
Duncan yesterday, ‘‘ with the theories ad. 
vanced onthe spread of cholera. I am con- 
vinced that it isa climatic condition which 
favors that disease. In this connection may 
be noted the influence of sun spots. Every 
eleven or twelve years the period of greatest 
activity in sun spots 18 reached, and the spread 
of epidemics, especially cholera, had been 
nearly coincident with the maximum sun 
spot cycles. Cholera becomes epidemic 
about every twelve years. It spread over 
Europe in 1853, 1866, 1873, was in England 
in 1884, and again touched this country in 
1892 and 1893. The period of maximum 
activity usually extends over three years. In 
the first year there is a general prevalence of 
influenza, or la grippe.. The second year 
brings smallpox and tht third the cholera. 
It is my opinion that atmospheric pressure 
undergoes a completechange during the sun 
spot period. For years sanitarians have been 
looking into the ground and overlooking the 

~ weather. 

** Now, if the signal service should make 
reports covering the degree of temperature, 
the degree of moisture, and the prevalence of 
diseases under such conditions, we would 
soon know what localities are favorable or 
unfavorable to various diseases. If we had 
reports of the prevailing diseases from many 
sections, especially of the epidemics, we might 
in time be able .to predict disease epidemic 
storm centers, and could institute prevent- 
ive measures on a grand scale. These re- 
ports would have to be furnished the Signal 
Service Bureau by practicing physicians.” 


Miss De Long Merely Faints. 


At the boarding-house of Mrs. Austin, No. 1851 
Michigan avenue,.live the two De Long sisters. 
They are actresses. Yesterday afternoon word 
was received atthe Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion that a young woman had committed suicide 
at that house, and the ambulance was dispatched 
to the place. The officers found no one dead and 
they left as they came.- The younger of the De 
Long sisters had seized a table knife and threat- 
aan to kill herself. Her sister rushed from the 
room and went for Mrs. Austin. On returning 
they found her lying on the floor. They thought 
she was dead, physician was sent for and the 
police were notified. The girl had fainted. She 
soon was revived. When the ambulance ived 
she was chatting with her sister.

I 
objected to this, for I do not consider San 
Francisco a good locality for training pur- 
poses, and 1 did not want to jump the men 
right into hard games before they had trained 
atall. Then again, as we have some twenty- 
one men on our pay-roll, the ones which they 
would expect us to leave at home are the.ones 
we Wish most to work. Consequently uniess 
they ailow us expensesfor our full outfit of 
players and cut our stay in San Francisco 
down very much we will abandon all 
thoughts of ‘going there and will remain right 
here in Chicago for our spring training. 

** We have the bicycle track on the South 
Side grounds, together with ample club- 
houses, with hot and cold baths, which ought 
to make it as good a training piace as we can 
find. At’any rate Capt. Anson thinks it the 
best availabie and deciares that when the old 
team did their spring training on the Lake- 
Front grounds it was always satisfactory. 
We have signed as follows: Catchers, Kitt- 
ridge, Lange, Schriver, and an experiment by 
the name of Lee, a player of whom [| 
know nothing and have only agreed 
to give him a trial because Tom 
Nogie, an old catcher of ours, rec- 
omimended himinthe highest terms. For 
pitchers we have Hutchinson, Abbey, McGiil, 
Clausen, Donnelley, and Griffith; first base, 
Anson and Decker; second base, Camp and 
Glenalvin; third base, Dahlen and. Parrott; 
short stop, Irwin; fielders, Wilmot, Lange, 
and Dungan. We expect also to sigh Jiminie 
Ryan if he thinks himself able to play. Capt.

NORTHERN PAOIFIO'S RECEIVERS

Mitwauxer, Wis., Feb. 16.—[ Special. ]—

been reached with the .men. There 
are other matters, however, which make 
it important to the receivers that 
the injunction should stand as granted, 
Trouble with the employés is liable to arise 
at any time, and the receivers have no re. 
course except to the court. Then the receivers 
are anxious to have Judge Jenkins’ position 
sustained by the Supreme Court in the event 


of an appeal, which is said to be certain if he 
refuses to modify the order, 

Omana, Neb., Feb.. 16.—General Solicitor 
Thurston of the Union Pacific says that Judgo 
Caldwell refu to interfere with Judge 
Dundy’s order, but did suggest that if the re- 
ceivers would ask Judge Dundy to. vacate’ the 
order, and Judge Dundy should vacate it, 
then both Circuit Judges would sit at Omaha 
March 26 to hear the entire question of wage 
schedules for the system ; otherwise, he would 
not interfere. It remains, therefore, Mr. 
Thurston says, for the receivers to say whether 
the new schedules shall go into effect March 
1 or the wage question be heard by the Judges.

COL OLARK’S ATTORNEYS PROPOSE 
THAT HE SHALL TALK. 


Plaintiff's Attorneys in the Roster Case Say 
the Offer Came Too Late for the Taking 
of Testimony at His Home and He Must 
Go to Milwaukee=Trying to Fix Blame 
for Michigan Frauds on a State Official 
Electric Cars in Collision at.St. Louis 
“Four Women Aré Seriously Injured. 

JANESvItLR, Wis., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 

Col. C. L. Clark’s refusal to testify in the 
roster case spread consternation among the 
other defendants. More importance is lent to 
this by the fact that Col. Clark has been 
accused by the other defendants of being 
the head and front of the matter. 
There has been a disposition from the first to 
saddle much of the blame on the ex-private 
secretary, and it tay be that he is simply 
taking measures of self-defense. — It took 
but an hour after the fruitless examina- 
tion was adjourned for Col, Ciark’s attorneys 
to realize that they had made a mistake. At 
6 o'clock Attorney E. M. Hyzer. Clark’s 
representative, went to the plaintiffs’ attor- 
neys and said that if they would be in Janes- 
ville today Clark would appear and testify. 
The offer was not accepted. Most of the at- 
torneys had gone home. They had all been 
notified that Col. Clark was called to testify 
in Milwaukee next Wedesday. The findings 
of Court Commissioner Nichols, holding 
Col, Clark guilty of contempt of court for re- 
fusing to testify in the roster case, went to 
Madison this afternoon. 
_ No action by the Dane County Circuit Court 
is likely to be taken until the 26th inst., when 
the case proper comes up for trial. The de- 
fendants, who were present when Col. Clark 
refused to testify, were much disconcerted. 
Attorney W. H. Gibson of Milwaukee, who 
represented Gov. Peck, said that the action of 
Clark was wholly unexpécted.. While he sup- 
poses the  ex-private secretary acted 
upon advice of his. counsel, Mr. Gib- 
son was wholly at sea as to the pur- 
pose of the policy. So far as Gov. Peck 
was concerned, he declared that there was 
believed to be a valid square defense to be 
made and he had no interest and had taken 
no part in the proceedings at Janesvilie. 

The expressed supposition of others in- 
terested in the case is that the defense desired 
to put off Clark’s testimony so that it cannot. 
be utilized by the p aintiffs in preparing for 
trial. Some in Madison thought that Col. 
Clark had been persuaded to take the blame 
of the whole transaction, and that his refusal 
to give evidence was the initiatory step. 


DID STATE OFFICIALS ADVISE IT? 


Testimony in the Michigan Amendment 
Case Is Assuming a New Phase. 

Lansina. Mich., Feb, 16.—[Special.]—-The 
grand jury disposed of a lot of witnesses to- 
day and acquired much valuable information. 
Deputy Auditor-General Ainger, State Ac- 
countunt Tompkins, and Chief Clerk Cole of 
the Auditor-General’s office testified concern- 
ing statements alleged to have been 
made by them to George H.

Books About Greece, 

It was Horace Greeley who once said that. it 
was inspiring to drink of the classical springs, 
but he denied seeing the necessity of getting 
to them. by eating several miles of lead pipe. 
Several books are at hand which furnish the 
reader with refreshing draughts of Grecian 
lore without compelling him to consume the 
lead pipe of a dead language. Such, for in- 
stance, is ‘‘ Pictures from Greek Life and 
Story,’’. by. the Rev. A. J. Church, M. A, (G, 
P. Putnam’s Sons.) The book is modestly 
illustrated and is written in a clear, enter- 
taining style. without any pretense to 

ntry. The author begins with 
Solon, and proceeds to describe 
the heroic struggles of the Greeks against the 
Persians. An especially interesting chapter 
is that devoted to the theater at Athens, 
Another treats of Pericles, the most striking, 
if not the most admirable, figurein Greek 
history. 

The general reader as well as the student 
of Greek may welcome ‘* The Growth and 
Influenee of Classical Greek Poetry,”’ by Prof. 
R. C. Jebb. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) The 
substance is from lectures delivered at Johns 
Hopkins University. Its aim is to “ exhibit 
concisely but clearly the leading characteris- 
tics of the best classical Greek poets, and to 
illustrate the place of ancient Greece in the 
general history of poetry.’’ Prof. Jebb takes 
the tenth century B. C. as an approximate 
period for the maturity of epic composition, 
and considers the condition of Egypt, Baby- 
lonia, Assyria, and Phoenicia at that time. 
The Hellenes at this time were exempt from 
the religious and political despotism that im- 
peded the progress of other nations. The 
Greek intellect, says Prof. Jebb, produced a 
language so exquisite as to be in itself 
prophecy of the sculpture and architecture 
which were to pr from the saine source, 
The author dwelis on Homeric poetry asa 
presage of Greek achievement. ‘If the love 
of beauty is there, soalso is the love of knowl- 
edge and the love of freedom. In those clear 
and noble tones which rang out from primi- 
tive lonia with a music never heard before on 
eatth there was no uncertain promise that in 
generations to come this people would show 
the way to mankind in the fearless search for 
truth; that they would strive towards a con- 
ception of society which should reconcile in- 
dividual rights with the public good; -that 
wherever a city of theirs arose it would bea 
witness to reason and a‘ foe to the enslave- 
inentofthehumanmind. . The poetry 
written in the English tongue is among the chief 
glories of the English-speaking world; but it 
is the flower of their spirit, not the index of 
their capacity. Of the Greeks, however, it 
might be truly said that their best poetry 
rightly understood is an index of their ca- 
pacity—a special form of their energy in 
which the other forms are implicit.’”’ Epic 
poetry is treated in two lectures in the hope 
of “ orientating’’ the minds of those who are 
about to read Homer. The permanent power 
of Greek poetry is insisted on in the closing 
chapter. Says the professor: ‘* There is no in- 
herent conflict between true Hellenism and 
spiritualized Hebraism, that Hebraism which 
has passed into Christianity. Greek poetry, 
so far from being adverse to those religious 
and ethical influences which are beyond the 
compass of itsown gift to modern life, is, 
rightly understood, in concord with them, 
inasmuch as it tends to elevate and to refine 
the human spirit by the contemplation of 
beauty in its purest form. Each successive 
generation must learn from ancient Greece 
that which can be taught by her alone; and to 
assist, however little, in the transmission of 
her message is the best reward of a student.”’ 

“Greece in the Age of Pericles,’’ by 
Arthur J. Grant, belongs to the University 
Series. (Charles Scribner’s Sons). In this 
work the author gives considerable promi- 
nence to the social and religious conditions 
of Greece. He hus furthermore tried to 
treat of Greek history in relation to the 
general history of Europe. It is only by 
connecting and comparing Greece with other 
European States contemporary and subse- 
quent that one can appreciate her immense 
services to civilization, and distinguish what 
is permanent and important in her work 
from what is temporary and trivial. Mr. 
Grant's book may be said to be intended. as 
ap introduction to Greek history. The illus- 
trations are numerous and helpful. 
Students of Greek will find much assistance 
in the three books mentioned in this group. 
They may, moreover, congratulate themselves 

t they have a smoother and pleasanter road 
to Greek history and poetry than had the stu- 
dents of the past.

Suicide and Insanity. 

A subject of increasing interest from a 80- 
ciological point of view is that of suicide, 
which is treated by Dr. S. A. K, Strahan ina 
bulky volume. Ihe object of the work 1s, as 
the author states in the preface, ‘to trace 
modern suicide to its source; to show how 
large a percentage of what is really avoidable 
is deliberately propagated, and how closely 
it is related to those other abnormal condi. 
tions met with in all civilized communities.’ 
The writer divides suicides into two classes: 
The rational or quasi suicides, and the true or 
irrational suicides. The former inciude all 
those in which death is deliberately chosen by 
a rational being as preferable to life. It com- 
prises all: those suicides caused by poverty. 
physical suffering, dishonor, etc., as well asa 
small proportion of cases not usually classed 
among suicides, that lack the elements of 
human’.weakness and selfishness, such as 
those cases where an individual gives up his 
life for others, or where the soldier dies rather 
than desert his post. The second class coin- 
prises all suicides from insanity. morbid im- 
pulse, imitation, or, in the author’s definition, 
those ** who seek death for death itseif,” and 
in which it is one of the signs of human’ de- 
generacy. The larger proportion of these are 
not @ue, according to Dr. Strahan, to insan- 
ity, and here he makes a distinction that will 
not hold in law between insanity and morbid 
impuision, The man who destroys himeelf 
from an irresistible impulse to do so, is, one 
believes, as much mentally aberrated for the 
moment as the deluded suicide who kills him- 
self to escape his imagined persecutors, or 
the melancholiac who, in his disgust with life, 
hurries himself into the other world. In- 
deed, psychologically, these are as rational sui- 
cides as those frem poverty or suffering, and 
in one paragraph the author recognizes this 
fact—the only truly irrational suicides are the 
impulsive ones. This is a defect, therefore, 
in his classification, but that is not impor- 
tant. His limitamonof the term ‘*‘ madness,” 
or, a8 it is called in this country, ‘ insanity,” 
is the subject of criticiam here. He is hardly 
consistent, mdreover, for in the exarnples he 
gives he includes cases of suicidal frenzy, 
even terminating in dementia, and acknowl- 
edges that instantaneous transitory itnpulse 
is classed ameng the insanities by all writers 
on mental disease. He adinits, aiso, that the 
** suicides for pleasure,’’ or those to whom it 
is enjoyable in the contemplation and in the 
performance, whom he seems to consider as 
responsible, are victims of degeneracy. which 
certainly ought at least to be considered in 
pass judgment uponithem. The author is 
a barrster as well as a physician, and the 
work shows more or less of the mixed effects 
of both trainings with the result, one thinks, 
of somewhat impairing its authority in some 
respects. 

In his chapter on ‘Suicide and the Law” 
the author justiy criticises the English law 
against suicide, which seems to be in the 
spirit of its execution almost a nullity, and 
says **it would be infinitely better in every 
way to make attempted suicide legal than to 
call it a crime, and let it go unpunished in 
ninety-nine out of every hundred cases,”’ Cer- 
tainly a law thus not enforced cannot be

whether a really determined suicide who 
does not mean to fail, will be kept from at- 
tempting to carry out his purpose by any law. 
‘The result of the trial in New York 1s, accord-

Lamb’s-“ Specimens,” 


In two small volumes Charles Lamb's 
“Specimens of English Dramatic Poets” 
has been edited by Israel Gollancz, M.'A. of 
Christ College, Cambridge. The publishers 
are J. M. Dent & Co. of London, but Mac- 
millan & Co, have secured the limited edi- 
tions for England and America. The work, 
a great favorite with all students of English 
dramatic literature, was first published by 
Longman in 1809. In 1827 Lamb contrib. 
uted to Hgne’s Table Book the Garrick 
Extracts—e} tracts from the plays bequeathed 
by David Garrick to, the British Museum. 
The present work contains not oniy the 
* Extracts ’’ which have been printed before 
with the ** Specimens,’’ but it is also enriched 
= the Garrick fragments, twenty-four of 
which are facetim and forty-four serious. 
The present edition differs from its predeces. 
sors in the following respects: (1) The Gar- 
rick Extracts have been incorporated with the 
Specimens, and the whole has been rearranged 
chronologically ; (2) erroneous statements as 
to the authorship of plays have been correct. 
ed i (3) the text has been revised throughout, 
and countless errors due to fauity quartos 
have been amended according to the best edi- 
tions; (4) dates of the earliest quartos of the 
plays are given at the end of the volumes; in 
the old editions only the Garrick -plays are 
dated, and often wrongly; (5) the identifica.

The stock market was stronger all around 
yesterday. If the’ situation had back of it 
any lasting. public interest there might have 
been a real bull market started. Trading is 
confined too much to the room operators, 
however, and there is still too little public in- 
terest to admit of a substantial boom. The 
openings were strong all around, and the day’s 
trading resulted in moderate advances for 
most of the securities. But at the close the 
market lacked the snap that one would expect 
to find ina real bull market. The most i:m- 
portant traders, too, are largely on the bear 
side still, and, while they are not just now 
especially active, their lack of sympathy with 
ahigher range of prices at present is likeiy 
to prove an obstacle in the way of the bulls. 

An important meeting of Alley Elevated 
people with property owners of Wabash 
avenue and other down-town streets was held 
Thursday night, and on the brighter prospects of 
a solution of the down-town loop question. Rapid 
Transit stock was especially strong. The loop is 
still a long ways from built, but some of the 
property owners are being won over, and a num- 
ber of them have been for some time convinced 
that itis for their interest. to no longér oppose 
the construction of a down-townloop. The stock 
was firm at the opening, the first sale being at 
24%.and from that it advanced to 25% and 
closed at the highest for the day. Lake Street 
was less active and only held itsown, Trading 
in the stock was really duller than it has been 
before for some time. Actual holders of Lake 
Street stock have cut little figure in the market 
for quite a while. The trading has been almost 
wholly made up of room business, and has repre- 
sented little or nothing but scalping operations.

“THE REJECTION OF PECKHAM: 
The nomination of Wheeler H. Peckham as 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court has 


been rejected by the Senate by a vote of 41 


to 32. This was to have been expected. 
There is no feature of the nomination for the 
vacancy on the Supreme bench that is not 
humiliating to the American people and dis- 
graceful to the administration. Politics, and 
worse than that, local politics, has dominated 
this nomination from the first. One of the 
highest, most’responsible, and most honored 
positions in the gift of the Executive has been 
made the football for warring factions in the 
State of New York and their respective sym- 

pathizers in the Senate. The original nomi- 
nation of Mr. Hornblower was sent in by the 
President, not because of any fitness he may 
have had for the place by reason of his ju- 
dicial ability, but because his confirmation by 
the Senate would have been a direct blow at 
the influence and prestige of Senators Hill 
and Murphy of New York. It was rejected by 
the Senate by an alliance of Senators who 
honestly believed him to be an unfit man for 


the place, on of his record asa corpora‘ 
tion lawyer, wit the sympathizers with the 
Hill faction. 


When Mr. Hornblower was rejected Mr. 
Cleveland, if he had been anything but a 
small and mousing politician, actuated by 
partisan resentment and mulish obstinacy, 
would have nominated a man from New 
York, if he must go to that State, who had 
not been identified with the snappers or anti- 
snappers, who had taken no part in misera- 
ble faction contests, and who was fitted for 
the place by his legal ability and judicial 
temperament. Sucha man could have been 
found, and, it goes without saying, he would 
have received the unanimous vote of the 
Senate in confirmation. The President, 
however, did nothing of the kind. He 
allowed himself to be governed by small and 
bitter partisan animosities. He had no higher 
appreciation of his duty in the premises than 
the desire to get even with his opponent, Sen- 
ator Hill, and revenge himself for the part 
which the latter played in securing Hornblow- 
er’s defeat. He nominated Mr. Peckham, 
not because his position as a lawyer entitled 
him to fill the vacancy on the Supreme bench, 
but because he had been prominently identi- 
fied with the anti-snapper faction and because 
on more than one occasion he had publicly 
denounced Hill. Unquestionably the denun- 
ciation was merited, but this is not to the 
point. The circumstances under which the 
nomination was made render it unfit. No 
man of self-respect could accept this high and 
responsible office as the outcome of a parti- 
san quarrel between Cleveland and Hill. Still 
less could he accept it when the methods em- 
ployed by the President to secure the con- 
firmation are considered. 

Mr. Cleveland has sought to place his can- 
didate on the Supreme bench by bulldozing 
and bribery. His emissaries have invaded 
the Senate chamber and threatened Senators 
with the Executive disfavor. Where threats 
did. not avail he has utilized the powerful 
agencies of patronage. Senators were ap- 
proached and invited to sell out with offers of 
patronage, and the price was accepted and 
paid in some cases, those who secured ap- 
pointments for their ‘Yriends being expected 
to pay the price for “it by voting for Peck- 
ham’s confirmation. The Washington corre- 
spondent of the senior Democratic organ in 
this city does not overstate the situation when 
he says: 

The war of Peckham still clashingly proceeds 
in the Senate. It is pull and haul, Cleveland 
against Hill. Peekhém might be anything from 
a seraph to a yellow dog; he is got being dis- 
cussed, The Supreme bench might be the office 
of township pathmaster or the potentate of the 
village pound; itis not being mentioned. The 
controversy of Peckham has become stripped of 
all masquerade effects, and comes merely to be a 
New York fight of a smirchy, blotchy sort be- 
tween two New York politicians of the ruthless 
rule-or-ruin school. There is nothing national, 


nothing public, and but mighty little of party 
about this muddle. 


The rejection of Peckham makes but little 
difference so far as the policy of Mr. Cleve- 
land ‘is concerned. He has opened a bargain 
counter from which he openly and shameless- 
ly has sold offices for a vote for his candidate. 
Mean and petty as the conduct of Hill has 
been in this matter, meaner and pettier has 
been that of Grover Cleveland. He has dis- 
pensed patronage with a lavish hand. He has 
lobbied on the floor of the Senate by proxy. 
He has kept the Supreme Court and the pub- 
lic business waitmmg for months in order to 


Hill. He has degraded, so far as he could, 
the Supreme bench of the country. He has 
brought odium upon the profession of which 
he isa member. The Cincinnati Enquirer 
(Dem.) aptly characterizes his conduct when 
it says: ‘*‘ If every vacancy that occurs on the 
| Supreme bench ig to be ’filled by the methods 
empioyed to foist Peckham upon it, we can- 
not answer when the world says that we have 
a packed Supreme Court.” It now remains 
to be seen whether the President will drop 
this disgraceful business and nominate a man 
whom the Senate will confirm. If he must 
keep up his personal fight with Hill let him 


do so without dragging the Supreme Court 
into it.

THE WILSON BILL AND THE RAILROADS. 

At a gathering of Ohio Democrats, held 
the 8th of last month, President Ingalls of 
the *‘ Big Four” railroad expressed hirnself 
emphatically on the subject of the tariff pol-

ARTFUL DODGING AND FALSE PRE- 
TENSES, 

Who is James L. Osborne, Secretary of the 
Metropolitan Gas company, and where does 
he hail from?

No- 
body would answer, not even Ald. Ryan, who 
presented to his colleagues an alleged con- 
tract with the alleged person promising many 
things for the City of Chicago in return for 
the most valuable franchise it was ever sought 


boodle. The name of,James L. Osborne does 
not appear in the city directory, but it turns 
out now that he is a clerk in the office of the 
Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas company. Ald, 
Ryan did not know him. Not one of Mr. 
Ryan’s followers knew him, and yet on 
the mere promise of this person Artful 
Dodger Ryan wanted the Council to granta 
straw corporation’ an ordinance which would 
permit it to tear up every strect, alley, and 
avenue of the city, and which could be disposed 
of to stock-jobbing or sandbagging cliques for 
much more than it was intended to distribute 
among the Aidermen who voted for it in the 
way of boodle. No such brazen imposture 
ever was attempted before in the history of 
the Council. 

But this was not the only effort at deception 
on the part. of Ald. Ryan and his fellows. The 
artful dodger from the Fifteenth Ward read a 
list of names in the Council with the purpose 
of conveying the idea that they were hackers 
of the sandbagging measure, He was care- 
ful not to say outright that they were backers, 
but he cunningly tried to convey the im- 
pression that they were. With a solitary ex- 
ception those gentlemen have denied that 
they have been in any way, nearly or remote- 
ly, connected. with the ordinance. The soli- 
tary exception says that he was connected 
with it only in “‘a small way.”’ Even that 
small way was too much, and there is no 
doubt now that the “ solitary exception” is 
devoutly sorry that he said anything about it.

DIFFERING JUDICIAL VIEWS, 

The receivers of the Union Pacific road de- 
cided that it was advisable to annul athe wage 
schedule which they found in force when they 
were put in charge, and to make a new re- 
duced one to go into effect the lst of March. 
Their principal reason for doing this was that 
the receipts of the road had fallen off about 
$200,000 a month, and it was out of the 
question to pay the old rate of wages. An 
order authorizing the receivers to make this 
change was submitted to Judge Dundy, the 
District Judge at Omaha, and was approved 
by him. A similar order submitted to Dis- 
trict Judge Hallett at Denver was not ap- 
proved by him. Itdoesnotappear that either 
of these Judges made any personal examina- 
tion to satisfy himself whether wages should 
or should not be reduced. Judge Dundy 
seems to have accepted the statement of the 
receivers as correct. 

An application being made to Circuit J udge 
Caldwell at St. Louis to do something to har- 
monize this clashing of opinions between the 
two District Judges, Judge Caldwell advised 
the receivers to revoke the Omaha order and 
then said he would proceed to examine into 
the question of the advisability of wage re- 
ductions. He told the receivers to get up 
their new schedule, to give sixty days’ notice 
of it to the men, and then have a conference 
before him at which the receivers and the or- 
ganized employés would be represented, and 
see if some schedule could not be agreed on 
which would be fair to the employés and’ ‘also 
fair to the road. 

It will be seen that Judge Caldwell thinks 
the court should look more closely into the 
management of the road than Judge Dundy 
does. The Union Pacific is now in the hands 
of the court. It is managed by receivers who 
are agents of the court. It has been custorh- 
ary to let receivers do much as they pleased 
and courts have generally ratified their acts 
without hesitancy and without examination, 
The Judges have believed doubtless that the 
receivers knew far more about the manage- 
ment of railroads than they did and have not 
felt inclined to interfere with them. Judge 
‘Caldwell seems to be of the opinion that in a 
matter of as much importance as the chang- 
ing of the wage scale of a great transconti- 
nental road the court shotild satisfy itself 
that the change actually is one which is proper. 

There are manifest advantages in Judge 
Caldwell’s manner of procedure, It is ape 
‘but in many respects more satisfactory. 
wages are reduced after such a cishdnes> « as 
he proposes that reduction will have miore 
weight in the public estimation than if made 
by a receiver and then indorsed bya Judge.

THE DOLE-WILLIS CORRESPONDENCE. 

‘The full text of President Dole’s reply to 
Minister Willis, in reply to the latter's request 
for specifications of statements made in a 
previous letter regarding the attitude of the 
United States Government and which Mr. 
Cleveland has finally consented to make pub- 
lic, not only establishes Mr. Dole’s reputa- 
tion as a letter writer but sufficiently explains 
why President Cleveland has been so reluctant 
to expose its contents to public scrutiny. In 
his letter to President Dole Minister Willis 
had asked: “Will you point out whéfe and 
when and how the representative of the United 
States assumed any attitude toward the sup- 
. porters of the provisional government or that 
goverument itself other than the one essen- 
tially and designedly expressive of peace?”’ 

Minister Willis has had his answer, and if 
he is not satisfied he isa hard man to suit. 
As Mr. Dole’s statements are clearly on the 
lines of the history of the case they are worth 
reproducing in brief. Mr. Dole establishes 
(1) that the United States Government re- 
fused toinform the provisional government 
of. the visit of Blount or of its object; (2) 
that the provisional government has never 
been requested to give an explanation of the 
charges preferred by Blount, or an oppor- 
tunity to reply to them; (3) that Secretary 
Gresham would give Minister Thurston no 
satisfactory answer when asked if the United 
States Government proposed to carry out its 
policy by force; (4) that Minister Willis pub- 
licly announced he had come to Hawaii * to 
act”’; (5) that President Cleveland informed 
Congress Willis had been instructed to re- 
store the status before the provisional 
government came into power; (6) that 
warlike preparations were made on .board 
the United States vessels after the arrival of 
the Corwin, that Willis was in frequent com- 
munication with the ex-Queen,and that it was 
the general opinion in Honolulu force would 
be used ; ('7) that after he (Dole) had declined 
to step down he received no further com- 
munication from Willis and was left to con- 
jecture what course the United States would 
pursue.

WHO SHALL HANDLE THE GRAIN? 
Many years ago the buying of grain brought 


by farmers to this city was done exctusively 


by the men who owned or operated the grain 
elevators. There was no speculative trade 
and no commission merchants. The grain 
was purchased * over the pile,”’ in the absence 
of official grading, and held until the follow- 
ing spring, when it could be shipped eastward 
by the lake route. When the interior had 
been opened up by canal and railroad others 
than the warehousemen entered the field, and 
the result was the establishment of grades 
with authority to lose the identity of sepa- 
rate parcels of grain by putting them into 
bins with other parcels of the same grade. 
Then the War of the Rebellion gave a power- 
ful stimulus to speculation in grain and other 
commodities. Soon it became evident that 
the man acting as a public grain warehouse 
man would have a tremendous advantage over 
others if permitted to trade in competition 
with them, and an effort was made to prevent 
him from doing so. The storage of hog prod- 
ducts by individual packers or packing com- 
panies has not been thus limited, but in their 
case there is not the same necessity for cau- 
tion, as the identity of the different parcels is 
preserved by them and they have not the same 
opportunity for getting rich out of “‘ mixing ”’ 
and cleaning or delivering out the poorer 
kinds on orders while selling the choice arti- 
cles on their own account, as in the case of 


grain. 


In recent years the grain warehouse men 
have reéntered the field as buyers, and have 
reached out to numerous country points in 
competition with the commission merchants 
who make it their business to sell for others. 


petition, and ask the board to interfere, while 
it is understood some of them intend to ap- 
peal to the law for protection of their inter- 
The plea that they cannot do business 


as the persons making it have no prescriptive 
rights to the business if others can do it more 
cheaply than they do. But the point made 
above is a very strong one in favor of their 
appeal for interference, though they seem to 
have ignored it in the pending discussion. It 
is the one on which they must win their case, 
if at all. 

Acting as public custodian of valuable 
property which is bought and sold on an open 
market daily, and having the right to destroy 
the identity of each separate parcel of such 
property that is committed to his charge, the 
warehouseman has: powerful temptations to 
defraud, and the facilities for doing so on a 
large scale, without detection, if he buys grain 
to go into the same warehouse as his own 
property and sells. out equal quantities to 
shippers. It‘is in his power to select the 
poorest of the grain that will pass asin a 
named grade, and deliver that out to holders 
of the receipts he has issued in his capacity as 
a public warehouse man, ship out the best on 


, his own account, or sell it ata premium in 
| the home market. 


By doing this he would 
not only render outside competition by com- 


' mission merchants impossible, but commit a 


fraud upon the average producer by abstracting 
from the property a profit of an unknown 
number of cents on the dollar, in addition to 
the warehouse charges allowed by law. This 
because the price of the grain in the open 
market would be fixed according to the qual- 
ity of the poorest stuff passing muster in a 
given grade, while this price was used as the 
basis for buying a better average quality 
from the farmer. He can operate this steal 
without detection, unless informed on by 
some employé, as was the case when Munn & 
Scott put false bottoms into their wheat bins. 
and in other ways he has the power to crib 
and filch from the trade. The fact that all 
this would operate to the disadvantage of an 
honest commission man trying to compete 
with it is a secondary argument in favor of 
forbidding the practices noted, but is far 
from being the strongest plea to be urged 
against them. 

There should be no objection to the ware- 
houseman operating his establishment on the 
private plan and getting out of the business 
all he can, even though that should entail a 
retiretnent by those who do not operate ware- 
houses for grain, But to allow them to buy 
and sell the property committed by others to 
their keeping, to substitute for it other prop- 
erty which is not of equal value, or even to 
have the opportunity of doing so without de- 
tection or redress is dangerous, It is fraught 
with the possibility of so much evil that it 
should not be permitted if there be any means 
of preventing it by law. As to the possibility 
of such prevention that is an open question to 
be agitated on the board, perhaps argued in 
the courts, and submitted to action by the 
Legislature. It is not always easy to prevent 
the commission of acts which all but the per- 
petrators admit to be wrong.

AFTER DOCTOR'S FEES. 


RECEIVER 18 ASKED FOR THE PROP- 
ERTY OF A OHIOAGO PHYSICIAN. 


His Assessment as a Stockholder in the 
Bankrupt Papillon Manufacturing Com- 
pany Dr. John W,. Streeter Refuses 
to Pay=H. 8. Stanton, for the Creditors 
of the Company, Files a Petition Before 
Judge Ewing for the Appointment of a 
Receiver=Interesting Legal Paint. 


Harry S. Stanton, who is the receiver of the 
Papillon Manufacturing company, through 
his attorney, James A. Peterson, yesterday, 
upon permission granted by Judge Ewing, 
filed a bill asking for a receiver for the prop- 
erty of Dr. John W. Streeter, As this is one 
of the few cases on record where a receiver is 
asked for the property of a private person, 
the suit, which will probably. be srgued in the 
March term of the Superior Court, will create 
considerable comment. 

The suit is the outgrowth of differences be- 
tween stockholders of the Papillon Manu- 
facturing company and the receiver, who rep- 
resents the creditors. Should the case be de- 
cided against Dr, Streeter he will be obliged 
to pay $13,000, which amount the defendant 
claims he owes to the company. The reason 
given, by the attorneys, for the application 
of a receivership for Dr, Streeter’s property 
is that the doctor has placed all his property 

and the income of his practice in his wife’s 
narme and has nothing by which the judgments 
given against him by the Superior Court and 
affirmed by the Supreme bench can be satis- 
fied. The history of the case as given by 
Attorney James A, Peterson yesterday is as 
follows: 


“The Papillon Manufacturing company 
was organized with a capital stock of $600,- 
000 in the spring of 1883. ‘The prime mover 
in the organization was ex-Ald. Thomus C. 
Clarke, who was President of the company. 
L. C. F. Lotz was the Treasurer. The com- 
ey commenced business in maoufacturng 

a patent medicine similar to that of such pe- 
troleum products as vasiline. Through the 
influence of the men who were behind it some 
of Chicago’s wealthiest men became stock- 
hoiders in the concern. Among the stock- 
holders were A. C. Bartlett.and William G. 
Hibbard of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett: com- 
pany, each of whom had 100 shares. Hiram 
H. Belding of Belding. Bros. & Co. had 100 
shares. Other stockholders were: The late 
John Crerar, and John Elling; the latter had 
850 shares. William A. Stanton, James L. 
Wodworth, George T. Williams, Lord 
Thomas, John S. Ford, Horace Tucker, Ran- 
som W. Dunham, and Johu W. Streeter. The 
company remained in active business a little 
over a year and in November, 1884, Samuel 
D. Ward was made receiver. Harry Stanton, 
who is a son of William A. Stanton, succeeded 
Mr. Ward a year ago. hen the company 
failed the:stockholders were asked to pay. up 
their stock, but refused. The case has been 
in the courts for a numberof years. It has 
been before the Supreme Court three times 
and before thé Appellate Court four times. 

** When the receiver brought his case to the 
Appellate Court the first time the decision 
was given that the stockholder could not be 
reached or be made to pay until the assets of 
the company were exhausted e Supreme 
Court confirmed this decision. Then the re- 
ceiver waited till the assets were exhausted 
and the case went to the Appellate Court 
again. The stockholders then claimed that a 
few men in the company had’ bought the 
stock outright and then returned it to the 
company, which reissued it as treasury stock. 
The stock, they claimed, was sold to them as 
paid up in full, and. they argued that 
they could not be made to  ~»pay 
The Appeliate Court decided against them 
and the Supreme Bench upheld the decisior. 
An assessment was made and all of the stock- 
holders, with the exception of Dr. Streeter 
and Ransom W. Dunham, paid up. I com- 
menced action against the latter last year. 
‘he second assessmnent was made bezause it 
was found that some of the stockholders 
against whom judgments were returned in the 
frst asseesment were insolvent. The second 
assessment was for the amount which these 
insolvent stockholders: owed and which the 
solvent ones were toshare alike. The case 
was contested before the Appellate Court by 
the stockholders, but the court decided in the 
receiver’s favor. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court, but was afterwards 
withdrawn. Allof the stockholders paid up 
with the exceptions of the two that are men- 
tioned. I have taken this action bécause it is 
alleged Dr. Streeter has been putting his 
property and his income in his wife’s name. 

Ve shall ask him to anpear the first Monaay 
in March before a Master in Chancery to 
show what money or property he owns. We 
shall ask for a receiver for the money which 
he receives in his practice ‘and also for the 
hospital at No. 2646 Calumet avenue, which 
he owns. Dr. Streeter is a subscriber for 200 
shares of stock, The two assessments, with 
the interest, amount to some 65 per cent of 
the subscribed stock, or $13,000. ' 

‘* There are several precedents in the United 
States where receivers have been asked for 
the property of individuals. The most im- 
portant one in this country was fifteen or 
eighteen _ ars ago where a receiver was 
usked for Emory A. Storrs, Judge Magruder 
was then Masterin Chancery. Gen. Stiles 
was counsel for Storrs. Mr. Storrs at that 
time showed that he was insolvent.’’ 

Harry S. Stanton was geen and said: *“*The 
company of which I am receiver still owes 
some $40,000 to $50,000. . The money 
which we are trying to collect from Dr, 
Streeter will be divided between the creditors 
of the company. Idonot care to say much 
about the case and refer you to my attorney, 
who knows all the particulars.”’ 

Dr. Streeter refused to speak on the subject 
-last night to a reporter for Tue Trrevune any 
further than to say that he had not heard of 
the application for a r2ceiver for his property 
before Judge Ewing and that the charge that 
he had conveyed his property and income to 
his wife, if there was such a charge, was un- 
true. 


TO CONSTRUE WASHBURNE’S WILL. 


Executor’s Petition for Complete Power to 
Manage the Estate. 

A construction of the will of Elihu B. Wash- 
burne is petitioned for in the Circuit Court. by 
Robert McClellan: and Hempstead Wash- 
burne, who filed a bill yesterday making the 
following persons parties defendant: Pitt 
Washburne, Susan Washburne Bishop, Marie 
Washburne Fowler, and Ezra B. McCagg. 
Elibu B. Washburne’s estate when he died 
Oct. 27, 1889, was valued at $885,000, of- 
which $135,000 Was the estimated worth of 
the real estate.’ Robert McClellan, Hemp. 
stead Washburne, and Ezra McCagg were ap- 
pointed executors. Complainants inform the 
court that the provisions of the will have been 
carried out to date. Ezra B. McCagg re-

"FEAR OF FUTURE PUNISHMENT. 


It Is Not an Efficacious Means of Bringing } 


Sinners to Repentance. 

Baltimore American: Preachers have gen- 
erally abandoned future punishments as a 
means of forcing sinners to repentance and 
prefer the beauty of holiness as an argu- 
ment, special reliance being placed on the 
temporary advantages it bestows upon those 
who cultivate it. This may be due quite as 
much to an extended experience of the in- 
efficacy of future punishment considered as a 
weapon as to a change in ‘the interpreta- 
tion of those passages of scripture which 
bear on this subject. Neither history nor 
daily experience encourages the presumption 
that fear of future punishment exerts an in- 
fluence upon the human mind in any degree 
proportionate to the threatened horrors. A 
book has been recently published by Gasquet 
giving a philosophical account of the 
ee ey of the biack death through 

urope in 1348-’49. The writer is a 
zealous churchman and his conclusions 
are of great historical and ecclesiastical 
value; but it is only the immediate influence 
of the pages upor the religion of the people 
with which we are concerned at present. One 
would think that where thousands were being 
swept away daily by the most horrible and 
mysterious of diseases, men would apply 
themselves with tenfold earnestness to the 
comforts of religion; but it appears from 
this writer that the more appalling the horror 
the more reckless and irreligious the people 
became. 

The writer says: ‘‘The immediate effect 
on the people wasa religious paralysis. In- 
stead of turning men to God the scourge 
turned them to despair, and this not only in 
England but in all parts of Europe. Writers 
of every nation describe the same _ dissolute- 
ness of gag’ aoe uent upon. the 
epidemic. The whole ecclesiastical system 
was thoroughly Manpieniued or, indeed, more 
than half ruined, and everything had to be 
built. up_ anew.’ Boccaccio in his ‘ De- 
cameron,” writing in the. midst of the 
plague, bears the same testimony. 
Defoe, in describing another plague which 
rdvaged England later, tells substantially the 
same story. The experiences of those who 
have been activeiy engaged in war are to the 
same effect. On the eve of'battle, in the im- 
mediate presence of death, it would be reason- 
able to expect a repression of the more turbu- 
lent and ungodly impulses, and, at least, an 
outward conformity to the elementary re- 
quirements of religion; but this is rarely wit- 
nessed. Probably nine out of ten soldiers 
w.o0 have been in battle, and have had suffi- 
cient self-possession to observe the speech 
and action of their comrades, will testify 
that they were more struck by the tem- 
porary and absolute distegard of religion 
than by any indication of its influence. 
Those who were usually conspicuous for 
their piety, not only outwardly but inward- 
ly, have been known, under the rush and 
excitement of battle, to swear roundly and 
vehemently, though they must have known 
that they were in imminent danger of 
being ushered into the presence of their 
Maker. 

But more striking still is the testimony of 
physicians, who see more of death in all its 
phases than any other class of citizens. With 
rare exceptions, they say that death, especial- 
ly if it be natural instead of from accident or 
casualty, is usually met without fear or 
shrinking. The chief anxiety of the sufferer 
is to be protected from the generally well- 
meant but often obtrusive importunities of 
officious friends. This is 
all classes, the lowly and 
as well as the wealthy and cultured. 
Fear piays an inappreciable part 
in the last sad scenes.’ Those whoin an active 
life have expressed and exhibited the greatest 
dread of death are often the most composed 
and deliberate when face to face with it. 
Nature seems to havé made special provision 
for this iast earthly act in the human drama, 
and to have purposely robbed it of the horrors 
which fear would be apt to create; and as na- 
ture is directed by the Almighty, it is fair to 
presume that God did not choose to cloud 
this supreme event with memories which 
would perpetually disturb the survivors. It 
must be obvious, therefore, that the fear of 
future punishinent is not an efficacious means 
of bringing sinners'to repentance. It is too 
remote and too indefinite to. influence human 
brutes, for whom the penal lawa in this world 
are mainly framed; and it is not the proper 
sort of deterrent for those who have the rudi- 
ments of a conscience. The latter, if in- 
fluenced toward a godly life by _ fear, 
must inevitably mix in their religion a 
certain leaven of insincerity which is 
contrary to the spirit of the Savior’s teach- 
ings; for they would not be good, did they 
not stand in fear of the consequences. Christ 
insisted that men must be. tighteous for 
righteousness’ sake, and that is the only sort 

of religion that will bear the test of rigid in- 
vestigation, or that will bear the fruits easen- 
tial to the uplifting of mankind. The latter

A meeting of 
managers to canvass the question of giving 
the local board contro! over Cook County has 
been called for next Friday. Many of the re- 
plies from managers have been favorable to 
the change proposed, and as a matter of course 
many of the answers have been non-commit- 
tal. The local board held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon and ratified the action of the 
Finance committee in. reducing salaries of 
the emp.oyés-of the association, A cut of 20 
per cent is made in the — salaries 
of T. A. Bowden, Superintendent of Surveys, 
Mr. Squires, manager of the Inspection De- 
partment, and R ~ 3 Trimmingham secretary 
of the association. Twelve assistants and 
clerks drawmg on an average $110 per 
month were reduced 10 per cent. The other 
employés, twenty or more, escaped the prun- 
the knife. Thesaving effected by the reduc- 
tion is estimated at $4,500. The new schedule 
of rates for malt and malt-houses was 
adopted. It provides for an increase of 25 


per cent on buildings ana 50 per cent on con- 
tents,

The Anchor of England Notifies Policy- 
Holders It Has Ne Aasets. 


The Anchor Insurance Company Limited of | 
London has sent out the following circular to '

We regret to inform you that the exceptionally 
heavy losses sustained upon policies issued by us 
have entirely exhausted the resources of the 
company, and we are therefore compelled to sus- 
pend’ business. As there are no assets remaining 
to meet further losses we give you a notice 
in order that you may not be exposed to an un- 
protected risk, and would recommend that our 

licy be canceled forthwith. By order of the 

irectors. 

A manufacturing firm. of Findlay, O., has 

ed acomplaint with the Chicago Fire 
Underwriters’ Association against C. A. Van 
Anden as 7" ent of the Anchor Insurance com- 
pany. the complaint is lodged all the 
 aieiiiadiasane arding the p.acmg of a 
$2.000 policy for the Findlay firm. Dec, 
1893, E. J. Werner & Co, acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of $80 as payment for the $2,000 policy 
in the Anchor and asked if the Findlay firm 
could not use $5,000 more, A month ago the 
Findlay people discovered the eharacter. or 
lack of character, of the Anchor Ineurance 
company and drew on E. J. Werner & Co. for 
the fuil premium, $80, and ordered the policy 
cancel In the reply to this demand the 
first reference is made 
The letter contains the following: 
_ “* We are sorry that we are obliged to re- 
turn your draft unpaid, as we have no funds 
of the Anchor of England. The insurance 
agent and broker of this city, who is General 
Agent of the Columbian of Louisville, and 
who was agent of the Anchor company, will 
no doubt honor your draft.”’ 

The Findlay firm followed this new lead 
and drew on C. A, Van Anden for the $80. In 
answer to this Mr, Van Anden attacked 
Mr, Werner and called his veracity 
into question. He agreed to return $48 un- 
earned premium in case certain formalities 
were complied with. After more unsatis- 
factory correspondence the matter was placed 
in the hands of a collecting agency by the 
Findlay firm. The Findlay people got action 
ee way and received their unearned prem- 


"Me. Van Anden simply states that he learned 
of the true character of the Anchor when he 
was in London last fal! and refused to act as 
its agent. He ciaims that no business has 
been written for a number of months. 


REDUCTION OF INSURANCE LINES, 


Retirement of Seven Companies Cuts Into 
*Indemnity on Large Risks. 

It is considered that the compani2s repre- 
sented in Chicago writing their limit lines on 
a first-class target risk can furnish indemnity 
amounting to $800,000. A few years ago 
companies enough could be mustered to 
write $1,000,000. Within the last two 
months seven com panies—the Oakland Home, 
the German of Quincy, the Manufacturers’ 
and Builders’ of New York, the Alamo of 
Texas, the Granite State of New Hampshire, 
the Burlington of Iowa, and the Virginia Fire 
and Marine have gone out of the Chicago 
market. Some of them have gone out by re- 
insurance, some of them have decid- 
ed to let their risks here run 
to expiration, and still others have failed. 
It is tigured that the aggregate of maximum 
lines of the seven companies would be be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000, and the possible 
line of insurance on risks which take every 
company of character offered is reduced by 
just this amount, Owners of target risks will 
either have to reduce their stocks and im- 
prove the physical conditions of their risks or 
be satisfied to piece out their insurance with 
policies in Lloyd’s and mutual. 


For Reduction of Expenses. 

Inthe movement for cutting down insurance 
expenses that is going on it. is stated that an ef- 
fort will be made to bring the Peoria street fire 
patrol into the main house down-town on Mon- 
roe street and have the outlying patrols cut off. 
Some underwriters think the outside companies 
are not called on to do enough work to justify 
the expense of keep them up, and that the 
Monroe street house is amply large to accommo- 
date both No, 1 and No. 2 companies, and there 
is more necessity for enlarging the patrol service 
in the center than there is for keeping up the 
small companies on the outskirts. 


Value of Sprinkler Equipment. 


The value of sprinkler equipment was shown 
in a fire at the Lyon & Healy factory on the West 
Side Tharsday night. The fire originated in a 
collection of rags and waste and threatened the 
destruction of a stock’of mandolins and similar 
instruments. Three eprinkler heads opened and 
put out the fire, and before the fire department 
reached the building the watchman had turned 
of the waterin the service pipes. The loss is 
less than 1 per cent and it is probable there will 
be no claim. : 


Withdraws from Texas. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Milwaukee Mechanics’ Fire Insurance company 
announces its withdrawal from the State of 
Texas. Secretary Cramer stated today that the 
business of the company had never been profita- 
ble in the Lone Star State. The company entered 
Texas several years ago, and 'though the losses 
exceeded the profits the outlook indicated that 
the field might prove profitable. The results of 
the last year, however, dispelled the illusion.

render a fish-eating period compulsory, though 
she added to the hygienic reason a desire to 
secure employment for the fishing population 


‘of her coasts. 


Probably few cooks realize the intinite 
variety in the way of preparation té which fish 
is susceptible, whether as an entrée, or, if 
necessary, a remove, Of course, plain boiled 
turbot, brill, cod,.and dory are beyond praise 
when served with plain melted butter and such 
additions as the cruet may supply, or dished 
with a dainty garniture and a stiil daintier 
special sauce; but still, variety is charming, 
and these fish are capable themselves alone of 
supp.ying us with change sufficient to vary 
the menu every day in the year. 

Ways of Preparing Soles. 

We are at last beginning to appreciate soles 
au gratin, or Ala Colbert; but how many of 
us think of trying the sole A la Diéppoise, or a 
la Normandie, we enjoyed so much when 
abroad forthe holidays? Yet these are little, 
if at all, more difficult to cook than they are 
in the ordinary manner. Buttera baking dish 
and lay into it a good sole, season with white 
pepper and salt, a little lemon juice, and 
about a gill of fish stock nicely flavored, cover 


| it all with a buttered paper, and let it cook in 


the oven for twenty-five to. thirty minutes ac- 
cording to size; then lift it out, drain the fat 
off the liquor in the pan, and add the latter to 
whatever sauce you choose to serve with the 
sole, such as anchovy, cardinal, Hollandaise, 
maitre d’hotel, Indienne, Mirabeau, piquante, 
poulette, Pascaline, Princesse, etc. If you 
choose cold sauces, there are mayonnaise, 
tartare. vert. Or if the fish be filieted, the 
bones, head, and trfmmings, with the addition 
of a bouquet, a mushroom, a carrot, pepper- 
corns, and seasoning, make all the stock re- 
quired. 

Besides these fish, with the addition of 
salmon, smelts, and an occasional mackerel, 
there are dozens of others which only require 
judicious treatment to place them a!most—if 
not quite—in the first rank of fishy delicacies, 
though in most houses they are usually ranked 
as coarse and uneatable. For instance, the 
gurnet, a rather dry and tasteless fish if plain 
boiled. becomes a feast for .an epicure if 
stuffed with veal stuffing, placed in a but- 
tered baking dish, seasoned with pepper. sait, 
and a little minced parsley. with the addition 
of a gill or two; of fish stock, a spoonful of 
mushroom catsup, and a wineglassful of 
French white wine or a littlesherry and lemon 
juice, baked and carefully basted with the liq- 
uor till cooked, which they will be in about 
fiftecn to twenty minutes, and served with 
any good and rather highly flavored sauce, to 
which one should be careful to add the glaze 
in the baking dish, loosened with half a gill 
of fish stock or white wine, or half of each, 
mixed with a few drops of essence of anchovy 
and a piece of butter. 


Fritters of Fish. 


Fritters of fish make a deliciovs change, 
and are equally good made of raw or cooked 
fish.. About oe B008 8 tone of frying batter 
as any is this: Put intoa basinabout six 
ounces of flour, a little salt, the yelk of an 
egg, and about one ounce of butter (previous- 
ly oiled), or a tablespoonful of good salad oil. 
Then stir into this gradually about a gill of 
tepid water, working it all] together with a 
wooden spoon till the batter is perfectly 
smooth and looks like very rich cream. Now 
let it stand till it is wanted fer use (it is. bet- 
ter for a couple of hours’ “ rest,’’ as it is 
technically called), then beat lightly into it 
«ie White of an egg previously whipped to a 
stiff froth, and use, Fish dipped in this and 
fried can be either drained, sprinkled with 
red pepper and minced: parsley, and served 
plain, or it can be served withany of the 
preceding sauces, if hot sauces are 
liked, or witn anchovy cream. Suédoise, 
tartare, verte, Irlandaise. etc., if-cold ones 
are preferred. Herring—another fish that 
meets with but littie approval from gourmets 


p ey whole or filleted, are specially good 
one in this way. : 
Abroad cooks are not so fond of boiling fish 
in plain salted water, and consequently they 
use: constantly a mixture called a court 
bouillon in which to cook any fish, varying 
the strength of the liquor according to the 
flavor of the fish to be cooked in it. 
ordinary court byuillon wongrally consists of 
enough water to cover the fish, to which is 
added a tablespoonful of salt, three or four 
tablespoonfuls of good white wine vinegar, a 
peaes garni—parsley, thyme, green onion, 
bay leaf, ete.—a few peppercorns and cloves, 
and an onion and a carrot sliced. All this is 
then boiled together for fifteen minutes, the 
fish, well rubbed with lemon juice, being then 
laid into this broth and cooked till done. 


Variations on Codfish. 


In closing these general temarks on fish 
cookery, mention must be made of the season- 
able sait cod. This fish is deservedly held in 
reverence as a fast dish, for it would be hara 
to find anything more suitable as a mortifica- 
tien of the flesh, prepared as it usually is, 
stiff with salt and drying, and innocent of any 
garnish beyond plain boiled parsnips. and 
perhaps, as a concession to the weakness of 
the flesh, a garnish of parsley and a spoonful 
of egg sauce. Granted that a hermit, trained 
to look on the pangs of. dyspepsia as only a 
form of diabolic possession, might consider 
this fare almost too good for times of absti- 
nence, much more for a period of serious 
fasting, modern aife 
heroic kind. Moreover, we are apt to con- 
sider indigestion more deserving of medical 
attendance than spiritual glorification, so we 
are obliged to seek some modification of the 
grim and undisguised plainxess ot this com- 
estible, 
than was aforetime considered necessary, and, 
after the initial bath, add to the soaking 
liquid a third, if not a‘half, of its volume of 
miik to soften and sweeten the fish, Finally, 
when itis cooked, careful housewives will 
boil it in nalf water, half mifk, allowing but a 
very small proportion, if any, of salt, by 
which means the flesh is kept beautifully 
white, and is nearly as digestible and palata- 
ble as fresh fish. it is then served with either 
poulette, béchamel, eggy or Indienne sauce, 
and garnished with delicately boiled parsnip, 
salsity, or potatoes. 

Jods’ sounds well steeped for eight or ten 
hours and then boiled in equal. parts of milk 
and water (about an hour) till tender, make 
a very nice dish, served with any sauce used 
for salt cod; or cooked, marinaded, cut into 
neat pieces, seasoned, dipped in batter, and 
— and served with almost any sauce you 

ancy.

Akin to the zinc ornamentatadn is that of 
tin. When the contours of the pattern have 
been engraved on the tin surface witha 
firm. hand and thick tool the flowers 
and leaves are scratched out in fine strokes, 
close and wide apart, as alsoacross. The 
ground can be left plain or patterned in some 
way, yet so that it does not lessen the effect of 
the ornamentation. The finest perl puncheon 
is used for the ground of center and edge, the 
rounds on the latter being drawn out first: 
with the graving pin. and then inside with a 
somewhat thicker perl puncheon, the stars in 
the middle of each round bei knocked out 
with the fine puncheon. flowers are 
painted out lastly in,oils mixed with a little 
siccative, and partly opaque, partly trans- 
parent, allowing the contours to be seen dis- 
tinctly, the design bemg traced on the tin by 
ineans of oil or tracing paper, Should slight 
mistakes in the design, ete., remain visible 
when the plate is finished they. may easily be 
removed with turpentine or benzine, | 

Women who embroider will be interested in 
a novel design for a writing case made of 
bronze colored moiré, interwoven with gold 
threads embroidered with. brown, olive green, 
and lilac cordonnet silk, chenille and gold 
cord. The leading feature in the work is the 
addition of various sizes and shapesof enamel! 
ornaments, stitched on through ready-made 
holes. The combined effect. of the silk and 
gold threads with the bright enamel coloring 
is highly artistic, as may be best inferred 
from the small full-sized piece shown, and we 
hope before long to be able to place before 
our readers further specimens of this attract- 
ive work. The whole piece of silk is half a 
yard long, by three-quarters broad, and 
is doubled to leave the back plain, while 
the embroidery on the front measures thir- 
teen inches high by nine inches broad, The 
narrow border on three sides consists of two 
lines of gold cord, sewn on with over stitches, 
with gold knots between, and a row of olive 
cheniile on each side, but the broader edge 
from which the ornament springs is filled 
with chenille net-work. The leaf part of the 
ornament is worked in close stem stitches and 
edged with gold cord and chenille. The 
enamel plates are heart shaped, shell shaped, 
like small stars, and in long pieces, accord- 
ing to the requirements of the pattern. The 
turnings in over the gold brown satin lining 
are a8 narrow as possible.
